Prefect of Police Recently Issued Sent to Communists By State Mails 


| Says Whitehall Gazette 
| The methods by which Russian 
money for the striking British miners 
was sent into England during the gen- 
eral strike, and is still being sent, is 
deseribed in the Whitehall Gazette as 
follows: 

“A sum of money, in one pound and 
‘five pound notes, is placed in a red 
envelope In Moscow. This envelope 
is placed in a diplomatic yalise, and 
the whole is consigned to one of the 
secretaries of the Soviet Legation at 
London. He, in his turn, passes the 
envelope, unopened to a weman—a 
‘member of the (British) Communist 
party. This woman meets a malo 
member of the Communist party in a 
room in St, Bride Street (London). 
The man leaves St. Bride Street on a 
‘motoreyele for an unknown destina- 
|tion, believed, however, to be the head 
office of the Communist party.”
